The shift 
employed will work an eight-hour day 
and a five-day week. 

The big mill, considered a model of 
its kind, was closed October 20 and 
all its 750 operatives. and officials 
discharged following labor difficulties, 
during which two of the mill officials 
were abducted, carried into the coun- 
try and flogged.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—()— 
As republicans flocked to the capital 
to choose their 1936 convention city, 
Governor Talmadge, of Georgia, added 
to political complexities today with 
an “if” announcement of his candi- 
dacy for the democratic presidential 
nomination. 

The press conference statement of 
President Roosevelt's Georgian foe 
provided a measure of encouragement 
to three republican camps sharply di- 
vided over where to hold their next 
summer’s conclave for selection of 
platform and candidate. 

The G. O. P. national committee 
will pick the convention city tomor- 
row. Advocates of Cleveland, Chicago 
and Kansas City were urging their 
choices with equal tenacity today, 
claiming that money was available to 
back up their bids. 

In the midst of pre-meeting repub- 
lican discussions, Talmadge, here for 
last night’s Gridiron Club banquet, 
called reporters to his hotel room and 
said. “T probably will be a candi 
date”-—if Georgia's state, cominittée 
provides for & presidential primary. 

It is optional with the Georgia 
committee whether to have a primary 
or a state convention to choose ele-

At the end of a stream of ques- 
tions, Talmadge also gave out a for-

Yet Mark Twain himself certainly 
lived as long as he had any desire to, 
and nowadays, notwithstanding the 
war which killed 6,000,000 and the 
famines and plagues which have killed 
even more, the world is so crowded 
that Mr. H. G@. Wells insists that 
200,000,000 people have got to get 
off the earth. 

It is useless to look for the name

FRANCE 10 SEEK END 
TO NAVAL INFERIORITY 


Preliminaries at Conference 
Are Left To Three Big 


Sea Powers. 


LONDON, Dec. 15.—(4)—France 
and Italy were keyed tonight for a 
more active part in the second week 
of the London naval conference. 

They left the preliminaries to the 
three big sea powers—Great Britain, 
the United States and Japan—but 
both want the conference to get 
down quickly to limitation of individ- 
ual tonnages and sizes of guns, chief- 
ly to lighten the burden on their tax- 
payers. 

Both nations, too, are convinced of 
the futility of discussion of modifica- 
tion or prolongation of the Washing- 
ton treaty ratios for battle fleets, 
which relegated France to a position 
of inferiority she is determined not 
to approve again, 

Parity Desired. 

The French delegates are believed 
desirous of parity both with Germany 
in the North sea and Italy in the 
Mediterranean. During the confer- 
ence they have maintained a suspic- 
ious attitude, dating from the conclu- 
sion last June of the Anglo-German 
naval agreement, permitting a Ger- 
man fleet 35 per cent of Great Brit- 
ain’s. 

Charles Corbin, the French ambas- 
sador to London, was understood to 
have referred to this agreement at the 
conference plenary session when he 
said “new factors” would prevent his 
nation from binding herself “except 
for a short period.” 

France considers the reborn Ger- 
man navy one vf the greatest threats 
to her security. This, observers point- 
ed out, is not surprising when the 
British official publication, Fleets, 
lists Germany's projected naval con- 
struction as “unknown.”

Suicides Lessen as Business Gains, 
Long Survey by Sociologist Shows 


Chicago University Professor Declares Hard Times I[n- 
crease Both Failures in Industry and in Life; — 
Improvement Is Reported. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15—(#)—The de- 
cline in the number of suicides has 
paralleled improving business since 
1933, Professor William Fielding Og- 
burn said today, tracing the course 
of suicides and commercial failures 
over a 20-year span. 

The University of Chicago sociolog- 
ist drew a curve of yearly suicide 
rates from 1915 to 1935 and another 
recording business failures. Pointing 
out that one might be mistaken for 
a carbon copy of the other, Dr. Og- 
burn asserted “such similarity is rare- 
ly found in statistical series.” 

Asked the reason for the similarity 
of trends in failures at life and in 
usiness, he said: 

“Tt is probably due to the fact that 


husband was arrested. He was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to a 
lengthy prison term. -This wasn’t 
long ago, just a few months, in 
fact. 

Today, Mrs. A., still heartsick 
and numbed by her sorrow, is liv- 
ing with relatives. Their means, 
however, are frightfully scanty and 
food and clothes were both fre- 
quently inadequate before the young 
mother and her baby came as an 
added burden. , 

Also, they cannot understand why 
the young wife should still love her 
husband, despite his prison shame.

“Until Death Do Us Part.” 

Mrs. A. won’t do this, however. 
She loves that wayward young hus- 
band of hers and will be waiting, 
faithful and eager to help him back 
to self-respect, when that prison 
term ends. But she is often torn 
between her devotion to her hus- 
band and her loyalty to these rela- 
tives who are, literally, sharing 
their last crust with her. 

She wants to find a job by which 
she can support herself and Baby 
Joan until that prison term is end- 
ed.

In 1933, and since then, Dr. QOg- 
burn said, the decline in business 
failures was by far the greatest it 


had ever been in the 20-year period, 
and there was a corresponding de- 
crease in the number of suicides. Busi- 
ness failures rose to 155 per 10,000 
firms in business in 1932, and in 1933 
fell to below 100. 

Dr. Ogburn pointed to the record 
low in suicides and business failures 
during the war years. “There was,” 
he said, “no unemployment. Europe 
bought with our money. Businessmen 
did not have to worry about buyers, 
nor workmen about jobs, It was dif- 
ficult to fail.” 

“In 1915 there were 135 failures 
for every 10,000 firms in business, ’ 
he said, “and there were 208 suicides 
for every 10,000 population. By 1919 
there were 40 failures and 144 sui- 
cides, 

“In the depression of 1921 there 
was a marked increase in both com- 
mercial failures and suicides, and then 
after a decline, the two series of 
failures rose to unprecedented heights 
in the early 30's.” 

“When the final statistics are avail- 
able for 1935 we may be certain that 
there will be a continued decline in 
both curves which has been charac- 


teristic since 1932,” Dr. Ogburn con- | 


cluded.
